THE CHARACTER OF CHRIST. 
NO. IV. 


The evidences of the proper Divinity 
of Christ are so numerous, and present | 
themselves in such a variety of aspects, | 
that the principal difficulty in proving 
this point, hes in making a judicious se- 
lection and arrangement of them. {n this 
brief discussion of a subject so entensive | 
it cannot be expected that all the argu 
ments should be offered; had this been 
attempted, large quotations from the Bi- 
ble would have been unavoidable, and | 
the argument so frequently carried back to | 
tirst principles, as must necessarily have | 
obscured the subject by the multitude of | 
evidence. 

The term, ‘ the Divinity of Christ,’ de- 
notes that all the attributes and perfect- | 
ions which are ascribed to God, are also 
in a real and proper sense, ascribed to 
Christ. 

That Christ is divine is evident ; be- 
cause the prophets speak of him in their 
prophecies as Jehovah or Lord, and the 
New Testament writers apply these pre- 
dictions to him. 

‘** The voice of him that crieth in the 
wilderness, prepare ye the way of the 
Lord, make straight in the desert an high- 
way for our God.” Isa. 40: 3 Com- 
pare this with Luke 1: 76. ** And thou, 
child, (John) shalt be called The Proph- 
et of the Highest: for thou shalt go be- 
fore the face of the Lord to prepare his | 
ways.”” Compare also Matt. 3: 3. and| 
Luke 3: 4. 

‘ Behold I will send my messenger and 
he shall prepare the way before my ; and 
the Lord whom ye seek shall suddenly | 
come to his temple.”” Mal. 3: 1. Com- 
pare John 3: 28. “ Ye yourselves bear 
me witness, that | said | am not the Christ, 
but that | am sent before him ;”’ see also 
John 1: 24. These passages prove that 
he who spoke by the prophets, who dic 
tated their prophecy, was Jesus and was 
the Lord. Indeed the spirit of Christ 
was in the prophets revealing things fu- 
tore tothem. ‘Of which salvation the 
prophets have inquired and searched dili 
gently, who prophecied of the grace that 
should come unto you: searching what, 
or what manner of time the Sririt oF 
Curist which was iw them did signify, 
when it testified beforehand the sufferings 
oi Christ and the glory that should fol- 
low.”” 1 Pet. 1: 10, 11. 

The Lord, who dictated the prophetic 
neseage to Daniel, is Christ. “ And they 
shall look upon me whom they have 
pierced and mourn.” Dan 12: 10.— 
Compare this with the following, Joho 
19: 34,37. ‘One of the soldiers witha 
spear pierced his side.” These things 
were done that the scripture might be ful- 
filled,—a bone of him shall not be bro- 
ken. And again another scripture saith, 
they shall look on him whom they have 
pierced and mourn.” 

rhe spirit of prophecy calls Jesus the 
Lord of Hosts. Isa. 8: 13,14. ‘* Sanc- 
tify the Lord of Hosts himself; and let 
him be your fear, and let him be your 
dread. And he shall be for a sanctuary ; 
but for a stone of stumbling and for a rock 
of offence to both the houses of Israel.” 
—Compare this with 1 Pet. 2: 7, 8. 
Wheo by this apostle the passage is ap- 
plied to Christ. ‘* The stone which the 
builders disallowed, the same is made the 
head of the corner, and a stone of stumb- 
ling, and a rock of offence.”” Also Isa. 
6: 5.— Mine eyes have seen the king 
the Lord of Hosts,” &c. This Lord of 
Hosts is Christ according to John 12: 41. 
where he refers to his prophecy and ap- 
plies it to bim “ these things said Esaias 
when he saw his (Christ’s) glory and spake 
of bim.” 

The conscientious inquirer, is request- 
ed to peruse the following quotations from 
whence he will observe that Jesus re- 
ceives the appellations appropriate to 
Jehovah only. 

Jesus is called “Christ the Lord.” — 
Luke 2: 11. ** The Lord from Heaven.” 
1 Cor. 15: 47. -* Lord both of the dead 
and the living.” Rom. 14: 19. * He is 
Lord of all.”” Acts 10: 36. “ Lord over 
all.” Rom. 10: 12. * The Lord of glo- 
ry.” 1 Cor. 2: 8. “ The Lord of lords.” 
Heb. 17: 14. 

Could the exercise of mere delegated 
power or officiating subordidately, in the 
highest offices in heaven or ov earth, 
give him 4 proper claim to the titles of 
the true Jehovah?

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BAPTIST CHURCHES IN ENG- 
LAND. 


Inthe January, February, and March 
numbers of the London Baptist Magazine, 
is contained a list of the particular, or Cal- 
vinistic Baptist Churches in England, 
(Wales not included,) with the dates of 
their origin, so far as ascertained, and the 
names of the ministers officiating. 

By counting the list, we find that the 
whole number of churches is 779 ; min- 
istere, 671; vacant churches, 116. Ip 
some instances the same church has tn» 
pastors. 

The oldest church of which the date is 
given, was founded in 1604, and is located 
at Eyethorne, county of Kent. The min- 
ister who has longest been connected with 
bis people, is the Rev. John Rippon, D 
D. of Carter Lane Borough, London. He 
was settled in 1773: or more than fifly 
three years since. 

Of the Churches, 87 were founded in 
the 17th century ; 160 in the 18th, and 
223 in the 19th. Of the remaining 309, 
the dates are nol given. 

On arriving at these results, we were 
surprised at the great increase of church- 
es since the beginning of the present cen- 
tury. In twenty-six years, at least 223! 
or about two-sevenths of the whole num 
ber. Within the same period is dated 
the settlement of 476 ministers, out of 
808. Of the remainder, the date is not 
given.
